Sir: 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  of  the  Legislative  Library  for  the 
calendar  year  1961.    The  report  of  the  Archives  Branch  by  the  Archivist  and  that 
of  the  Librarian  of  the  Departments  of  Health  and  Public  Welfare  follow  this 
report.    The  report  of  the  Director  of  Library  Services  is  a  separate  report  and 
is  appended. 

REFERENCE  AND  GOVERNMENT  DOCUMENTS 


It  seems  that  every  year  this  section  of  the  report  is  prefaced  by  noting  a 
marked  increase  in  the  number  of  people  using  our  reference  facilities  by  person, 
telephone  and  mail.    This  year  is  no  exception. 

The  subjects  requested  are  often  current  but  material  about  them  is  dis- 
seminated in  many  books,  periodicals  and  pamphlets  making  the  research  time- 
consuming.    The  inquiries  covered  a  wide  variety  of  topics,  for  example,  from 
requests  for  information  regarding  Health  Plans  in  other  parts  of  the  world, 
Education,  Economic  Planning,  Unemployment,  Metropolitan  Government, 
histories  of  towns  and  villages  in  Manitoba,  European  Common  Market,  Extension 
of  Manitoba's  Boundary  and  Selkirk  Settlers  which  require  more  exhaustive 
searches  to  the  simpler  requests  for  statistics  concerning  industries,  population, 
national  income  and  expenditures  of  federal  and  provincial  governments. 

The  people  using  the  library  comprise  the  personnel  of  government  depart- 
ments, members  of  the  legislature,  study  groups,  debating  teams,  staff  and 
students  of  the  university  and  colleges,  authors,  business  and  industrial  organ- 
izations.   In  addition,  this  year  there  was  an  influx  of  high  school  students.    The 
members  of  the  Tuxis  and  University  Mock  Parliament  were  exceptionally  active. 

Every  new  commission  or  committee  established  and  expansion  within 
departments  means  additional  fields  of  research  for  the  staff.    This  was  notice- 
able particularly  with  Manitoba's  committee  on  Economic  Development,  Resources 
for  Tomorrow  Conference  and  submissions  of  government  to  Royal  Commissions. 
Informational  Writers  and  Research  Economists  on  assignments  for  their  depart- 
ments require  material  cutting  across  a  wide  field  of  topics  and  into  every  province, 

A  cumulative  index  of  the  Manitoba  History  scrapbooks  from  1884-1947  is 
now  complete.    This  index  has  been  urgently  needed  for  many  years.    It  was 
compiled  by  a  former  staff  member,  Miss  Joan  Dawson.    Miss  Dawson  resigned 
over  a  year  ago  because  of  ill  health.    However,  she  was  able  to  do  this  work  at 
home  and  her  efforts  are  widely  appreciated.    The  index  consists  of  1,339  cards. 

The  annual  reports  of  the  departments  of  government  were  distributed  to 
seventy-five  libraries  with  thirty-five  of  these  receiving  the  full  set  of  twenty- 
eight  titles.    These  reports  are  distributed  on  a  reciprocal  exchange  basis  to 
government,  university  and  the  larger  public  libraries  in  Canada,  Great  Britain, 
United  States,  Australia,  and  New  Zealand.    In  exchange,  we  received  25,067 
reports  and  books.    The  documents  received  from  the  United  States  federal 
government  and  the  United  Nations  were  most  numerous. 

With  the  employment  of  a  university  student  for  four  months  last  summer 
we  were  able  to  start  on  our  plan  to  reorganize  the  government  documents 
collection  shelved  in  the  first  floor  stacks.    Much  work  was  accomplished  but  the 
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entire  plan  is  not  yet  in  effect.  The  speed  with  which  it  is  completed  depends  on 
the  microfilming  program.  As  space,  now  required  for  bound  volumes  of  news- 
papers, is  released  in  the  newspaper  stacks  (basement)  some  government  publi- 
cations and  public  records  are  to  be  moved  from  the  first  floor  to  the  basement. 
The  continuance  of  the  program  will  result  in  a  more  accessible  arrangement  of 
these  publications.    The  average  number  received  each  month  is  2,000. 

A  research  library,  especially  a  depository  one  like  ours,  cannot  discard 
as  other  libraries.    There  is  some  older  material,  however,  that  could  be  placed 
in  a  storage  area  until  needed  and  consideration  of  such  space  is  recommended. 

NEWSPAPERS  AND  PERIODICALS 

The  weekly  Manitoba  newspapers  are  being  microfilmed  at  a  satisfactory 
pace.    To  date  69  papers  have  been  completed. 

Although  the  microfilming  is  far  from  complete  we  are  utilizing  the  space 
which  has  been  released  for  shelving  material  which  formerly  had  been  allocated 
floor  space  only.    The  paper  edition  of  the  Manitoba  weeklies  are  not  being 
jettisoned  after  microfilming  but  are  parcelled  with  the  hope  that  a  storage  area 
may  be  found  so  that  the  originals  are  preserved. 

Within  the  last  year  two  new  Manitoba  newspapers  commenced  publication 
and  have  been  added  to  our  subscriptions.    The  Norwood  Press,  Fort  Lance  and 
the  St.  Vital  Lance  have  amalgamated  to  form  one  paper  entitled  The  Lance. 
The  Grand  Rapids  Star  discontinued  publication.    Four  new  subscriptions  cover- 
ing Churchill,  The  Pas,  Thompson  and  Lynn  Lake  will  commence  January,  1962. 
One  new  Canadian  periodical  has  been  added  to  our  periodical  list. 

A  total  of  158  volumes  of  periodicals  and  government  publications  were 
bound. 

A  few  periodicals  which  were  ordered  by  the  Provincial  Library  for  the 
personnel  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  were  cancelled.    They  are  now 
ordered  directly  through  their  own  library. 

ACCESSIONS 


511  individual   titles  were  catalogued  and  825  books  received.    The  amount 
of  money  spent  and  the  number  of  books  purchased  does  not  give  a  complete 
picture  of  our  holdings.    Government  publications  are  the  nucleus  of  our  collection 
and  are  in  constant  use  for  the  reference  and  research  patrons.    We  have  69,759 
books  as  against  565,738  pamphlets  and  governments  documents  not  including  the 
newspapers  and  periodicals.    If  we  were  not  a  depository  library  it  would  be 
essential  that  we  purchase  these  documents  thus  increasing  the  appropriation  by 
many  thousand  dollars.    As  it  is  we  receive  these  publications  on  a  free  exchange 
from  other  governments.

The  Department  of  Agriculture  requested  supervisory  professional  assist- 
ance in  organizing  and  consolidating  its  book  collections  into  an  integrated  library. 
The  first  stage  of  this  operation  is  complete.    The  library  is  now  consolidated 
and  accessible  to  the  entire  department.    The  small  collections  of  books  and 
periodicals  which  were  formerly  held  in  various  offices  have  given  way  to  a  well 
arranged  library  under  the  direction  of  a  full-time  employee  holding  a  B.A. 
Degree  and  two  sessions  of  summer  school  at  the  University  of  Minnesota  Library 
School.    The  Provincial  Librarian  assisted  in  this  endeavour. 

The  library  serving  both  the  Department  of  Health  and  the  Department  of 
Welfare  has  been  overrun  as  a  result  of  expansion  of  services  -  mainly  in  the 
field  of  Welfare.    As  a  result  the  staff  should  be  increased  by  at  least  one  in  the 
near  future. 

The  Health  Services  publications  of  the  United  States  government  were 
transferred  from  the  Provincial  Library  to  the  Library  of  the  Departments  of 
Health  and  Public  Welfare. 

A  start  has  been  made  towards  the  compilation  of  a  union  catalogue  of  books 
held  in  the  Provincial  Library,  Library  of  the  Departments  of  Health  and  Public 
Welfare  and  the  Department  of  Agriculture.    This  is  a  long  term  project  and 
when  completed  will  give  a  definite  location  of  reference  resources  within  these 
three  libraries.    It  will,  also,  accelerate  inter-library  and  inter -departmental 
loan  for  the  Manitoba  government  and  to  other  libraries.    This  catalogue  will  be 
housed  in  the  Provincial  Library. 

The  Archives  Branch  which  still  has  only  one  professional  staff  member 
and  one  one-half  day  typist  is  also  feeling  the  results  of  expanded  programs  in 
other  departments.    More  space  is  recommended  for  this  branch  of  the  library. 
Researchers  and  staff  are  handicapped  by  the  inadequate  working  area.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ARCHIVES

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  report  of  the  Archives  for  the  Calendar 
year  1961. 

ACCESSIONS 


Facsimilie  copies  have  been  obtained  of  ten  letters  (1886-1889)  of  John  A. 
Macdonald  and  Donald  A.  Smith  addressed  to  Action  Burrows,  a  prominent 
Manitoba  Conservative,  one-time  Deputy  Minister  of  Agriculture  in  Manitoba 
and  editor  of  the  Morning  Call,  a  Winnipeg  newspaper.    The  letters  deal  with 
Smith's  candidacy  for  the  House  of  Commons,  Macdonald' s  suggestions  regarding 
candidates  for  the  Manitoba  constituencies  in  the  Federal  Election  of  1887;    the 
possibility  of  an  amalgamation  of  the  Morning  Call  and  Free  Press;    and  the 
question  of  railway  disallowance.    Copies  were  obtained  through  the  generosity 
of  Mr.  Nathan  Arkin  of  Winnipeg  who  recently  purchased  the  orginals. 

A  substantial  .addition  was  made  to  the  collection  of  correspondence  and 
papers  of  Willaim  Iverbach  as  noted  in  the  Annual  Report  of  1955-56.    William 
Iverbach  (1865-1947)  of  Isabella,  Man. ,  a  pioneer  in  the  field  of  rural  education, 
was  elected  to  the  trustee  board  of  a  one -room  school  in  1893  and  to  the  executive 
of  the  Manitoba  Trustees  Association  at  its  founding  meeting  in  Brandon  in  1907. 
He  served  as  a  member  of  the  executive  for  twenty-five  years,  and  was  both 
President  and  Vice-President.    Later  he  was  President  of  the  Dominion  Trustees 
Association,  a  member  of  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  Department  of  Education 
(1911-1924)  and  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the  University  of  Manitoba  (1917-1922). 
In  1942  the  University  conferred  on  him  the  degree  of  Honorary  Doctor  of  Laws. 
The  collection  contains,  in  addition  to  correspondence,  speeches  and  articles  on 
such  matters  as  education,  agricultural  conditions,  and  railways. 

A  microfilm  copy  has  been  made  from  originals  at  United  College,  Winnipeg, 
of  letters  (1846-1882)  of  James  Black  to  Rev.  John  Black,  the  first  resident 
Presbyterian  Minister  in  western  Canada  and  for  many  years  Minister  at  Kildonan 
Presbyterian  Church,  the  first  Presbyterian  Church  in  western  Canada. 

Three  items  relating  to  the  career  of  R.D.  Waugh,  Mayor  of  Winnipeg 
1912,  1915,  1916  were  donated  by  Miss  A.N.  Taylor  of  Winnipeg.    These  include 
a  scrapbook  of  newspaper  clippings  regarding  the  Waugh  family  (1912-1938);    a 
telegram  from  R.L.  Borden  inviting  Waugh  to  undertake  the  chairmanship  of  the 
Halifax  Relief  Commission  in  1918;    and  a  printed  copy  of  a  speech  "Western 
Canada,  The  Land  of  Opportunity"  delivered  by  Waugh  in  Minneapolis  in  1910. 

Transferred  to  the  manuscript  collection  from  Library  shelves  during  the 
year  was  385  items  of  the  correspondence  of  Stuart  Garson,  Premier  of  Manitoba 
1943-1948,  covering  the  years  1938-1948. 

Also  transferred  were  35  items  of  Lieutenant-Governor  R.F.  McWilliams- 
correspondence  (1948-1953)  with  the  Hudson's  Bay  Co.  ,  the  Surveys  Branch  and 
the  Surveyor  General  of  Canada  dealing  with  the  development  of  highways  in 
Manitoba,  early  surveys  of  the  Province,  the  establishment  of  its  boundaries, 
and  the  early  survey  of  Winnipeg  streets. 

A  photostat  has  been  obtained  of  an  article  from  the  Tacoma  Washington 


Daily  Ledgers  in  1885  written  by  John  Flett  relating  his  experiences  during  the 
emigration  of  Red  River  Settlers  to  Puget  Sound  in  1841,  a  project  sponsored  by 
the  Hudson's  Bay  Co.  to  strengthen  the  British  occupancy  of  Oregon. 

An  interesting  documents,  received  during  the  year,  is  the  Manifest  of  the 
ship  Pennyworth  covering  particulars  of  goods  shipped  to  Winnipeg  firms  in  the 
first  shipment  of  goods  to  the  Port  of  Churchill,  July  30,  1932.

PICTURE  COLLECTION 

During  the  year  a  total  of  4, 151  pictures,  676  negatives  and  13  cuts  were 
added  to  the  picture  collection.    1,621  crosses  reference  entries  to  catalogued 
pictures  were  made  and  849  references  entries  made  to  pictures  in  books  and 
periodicals.    Included  in  the  total  of  pictures  accessioned  during  the  year  is  a 
collection  of  oblique  air  photos  of  northern  Manitoba,  Lake  Winnipeg,  and 
Winnipeg  made  in  the  1920's  and  turned  over  to  the  Archives  by  the  Surveys 
Branch,  Air  Photo  Library.    During  the  year  646  pictures  were  loaned  for 
reproduction  or  display.

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REPORTS  OF  HEALTH  AND  WELFARE  DEPARTMENT

Madam: 

Presented  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  Library  of  the  Departments  of 
Health  and  Public  Welfare  for  the  year  1961. 

In  January  of  1961,  this  Library  moved  into  its  new  quarters  in  the  Norquay 
Building.    The  staff  expected  to  devote  several  weeks  to  unpacking  and  arranging 
the  collection  before  recommencing  services.    However,  it  became  evident  that 
"business  as  usual"  was  necessary  inspite  of  the  confusion  caused  by  moving. 
Library  services  were  in  demand  within  hours  of  the  time  that  the  first  truck 
load  of  books  arrived.    This  auspicious  beginning  indicated  a  busy  year,  and  as 
statistics  show,  proved  a  true  indication  that  library  resources  would  be  used. 

The  provision  in  this  Library  of  carrels  (which  seemed  to  many  both 
amusing  and  confusing  at  the  beginning  of  the  year)  has  proved  a  most  popular 
feature.    These  carrels  provide  a  quiet  area  where  the  personnel  attached  to  the 
various  branches  and  divisions  of  the  two  departments  can  do  research  and  pre- 
pare reports  in  private. 

In  February,  100  copies  of  the  Library's  list  of  materials  on  mentally 
retarded  children  were  provided  for  distribution  at  the  Kinsmen's  School  for 
Retarded  Children  Workshop. 

In  1961,  the  Library  gratefully  received  a  donation  of  40  books,  several 
hundred  pamphlets  and  a  collection  of  periodicals  from  Dr.  Isabel  MacArthur, 
Consultant  Dietitian,  Hospital  Standards  Division,  Manitoba  Hospital  Services 
Plan.  These  books  and  pamphlets,  on  the  subject  of  family  living,  proved  a 
very  valuable  addition  to  the  Library.  The  journals  completed  sets  already  in 
the  Library. 

Another  collections  of  books  was  placed  in  the  library  in  the  past  year,  the 
Catherine  Joyce  Zajac  Memorial  Library.    These  books  were  purchased  by  the 
staff  of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  in  memory  of  the  late  Miss  Zajac,  who 
had  been  a  District  Supervisor  in  the  Central-Interlake  Regional  Office.    The 
titles  were  selected  by  Mrs.  D.L.  Patterson,  Regional  Director,  Central- 
Interlake  Region. 

At  the  request  of  Dr.  W.  Watt,  Director  of  Extension  Health  Services,  the 
Library  obtained  a  selected  depository  collection  of  the  publications  of  the  Atomic 
Energy  of  Canada  Limited.    The  subject  fields  chosen  were  related  to  public 
health.    It  was  felt  that  this  material  would  prove  useful  to  the  Department  of 
Health  due  to  the  establishment  of  the  Nuclear  Research  Center  at  Pinawa. 

The  United  States  Public  Health  Services  depository  collection,  formerly 
housed  by  the  Provincial  Library  was  moved  to  the  Library  of  the  Departments 
of  Health  and  Public  Welfare.    The  material  in  this  collection  provided  very 
useful  information  and  also  will  be  a  means  of  saving  money  previously  expanded 
upon  purchase  of  Public  Health  Service  Publications. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  Library  deposited  with  the  National  Library  in 
Ottawa,   copies  of  published  non-confidential  reports  of  the  Departments  of 
Health  and  Public  Welfare . 

In  June,  a  collection  of  books  was  loaned  by  the  Library  to  the  Health 
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Education  Workshop  conducted  at  Churchill  High  School  under  the  sponsorship  of 
the  Bureau  of  Health  Education.    The  Librarian  was  invited  to  address  the  work- 
shop and  to  describe  the  resources  of  the  Library  of  the  Departments  of  Health 
and  Public  Welfare  which  are  available  to  Manitoba's  teachers. 

The  staff  of  the  Manitoba  Hospital  Services  Plan,  especially  the  Division  of 
Hospital  Standards,  made  increasing  use  of  library  resources.    With  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  Medical  Records  Consultant,  Miss  Bessie  Oliver,  who  also  functions  as 
the  Librarian,  this  Library  has  been  able  to  obtain  some  knowledge  of  what 
library  resources  are  available  in  the  Manitoba  Hospital  Services  Plan  offices. 
Unlike  other  offices  of  the  Department  of  Health,  the  Plan  does  not  purchase  its 
books,  journals  etc.  through  this  Library.    It  is  possible  that  duplication  of 
materials  exists  which  might  be  eliminated  if  this  Library  were  to  process  such 
orders  and  record  acquisitions  in  the  central  card  file. 

The  in-service  education  program  for  public  health  nurses,  under  the 
direction  of  Miss  M.  Wilson,  Educational  Director,  Public  Health  Nursing  Section, 
continued  in  1961.    The  Library  noted  increased  use  of  books,  pamphlets  and 
journals  by  the  nurses  in  the  Health  Units  throughout  Manitoba.    Monthly  staff 
conferences  in  the  Health  Units  often  included  a  program  of  lectures  or  discussions 
on  selected  subjects  of  public  health  importance.    The  Library  was  required  to 
provide  the  reference  material  and  there  were  many  occasions  when  the  supply  of 
pertinent  books  and  pamphlets  was  exhausted  due  to  the  demands  from  Health  Unit 
staffs.    There  was  considerable  overlapping  in  the  requirements  of  the  two 
Departments  and  the  need  for  additional  copies  of  books,  etc.  and  individual  titles 
became  evident. 

One  new  Local  Health  Unit  was  established  in  1961,  at  Birtle-Shoal  Lake. 
A  collection  of  essential  reference  books  and  periodicals  was  provided  from  this 
Unit's  appropriation  and  ordered  through  the  Library  by  Dr.  Watt,  Director 
Extension  Health  Services. 

Miss  M.  Wilson,  Educational  Director  of  Public  Health  Nursing  Division 
continued  to  include  in  her  orientation  program,  a  tour  of  the  Library  for  all  new 
staff  nurses.    This  is  also  done  by  the  Section  of  Environmental  Sanitation  and 
Extension  Health  Services. 

The  Bureaus  of  Food  Control,  Public  Health  Engineering  and  Health  Education 
have  made  increasing  demands  upon  the  resources  of  the  Library  as  their  pro- 
grams expanded  during  1961. 

The  Bureau  of  Maternal  and  Child  Health  requested  that  the  Library  cata- 
logue and  process  all  books  provided  under  Federal  Grant  for  prenatal  classes, 
whether  these  books  were  to  be  placed  in  Health  Units  or  in  areas  where  teaching 
is  done  by  non-staff  nurses. 

The  Environmental  Health  Laboratory  with  expanded  facilities  and  increasing 
responsibilities,  required  a  corresponding  increase  in  specialized  reference 
material  in  the  Library. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Librarian  travelled  to  rural  Local  Health  Units  and 
Welfare  Regional  Offices  to  attend  staff  conferences.    In  1961  the  Health  Units  at 
Flin  Flon;    The  Pas;    Steinbach;    St.  James;    and  the  Welfare  Offices  at  Flin  Flon 
and  The  Pas  were  visited.    Invitations  to  visit  other  Units  were  declined  due  to 
pressure  of  work  and  lack  of  time.    The  trip  to  Flin  Flon  proved  especially 
valuable,  since  there  the  Librarian  met  Mr.  N.  Hildebrand,  Psychologist,  em- 
ployed at  Brandon  Hospital  for  Mental  Diseases.    A  discussion  of  library  services 
for  the  Hospital  let  to  a  request  that  a  meeting  be  arranged  with  the  Medical  Super- 
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intendent,  Dr.  M.E.  Bristow,  and  the  staff  of  the  Brandon  Hospital  for  Mental 
Diseases.    This  took  place  in  August.    Previously,  the  Librarian  had  felt  that 
this  Department  hospital  was  not  reveiving  the  full  benefits  of  its  library's 
services,  nor  was  the  library  aware  of  the  needs  in  this  area. 

Due  to  the  physical  arrangement  of  Brandon  Hospital  for  Mental  Diseases 
and  the  nature  of  the  hospital,  no  central  library  can  be  established.     However, 
Dr.  Bristow  and  Mr.  Lloyd  Henderson,  Research  Assistant,  have  placed  a  small 
collection  in  each  main  Department  area  of  the  Hospital;    nursing,  medical, 
psychology  etc.    A  journal  library  is  located  in  a  separate  room.    Mr.   Henderson 
maintains  a  central  author  file  of  all  hospital  books  and  their  location.    In  view 
of  the  difficulties  involved,  the  work  done  on  this  hospital  library  is  to  be 
commended. 

Library  services  to  the  Selkirk  Hospital  for  Mental  Diseases  previously 
consisted  in  routine  journal  renewals  and  the  occasional  book  orders.    During  a 
telephone  conversation  late  in  1961  with  the  Bursar,  Mr.  A.  Cartlidge,  library 
services  were  expanded  and  Mr.  Cartlidge  seemed  pleased  to  know  what  could  be 
obtained  from  the  Department's  Library.    Some  increase  in  use  of  the  library  on 
the  part  of  the  Selkirk  Hospital  for  Mental  Diseases  staff  has  resulted. 

The  use  of  this  Library  by  the  Department  of  Welfare  has  surpassed  all 
expectations.    The  convenient  location  of  the  Welfare  offices  has  resulted  in  a 
much  greater  need  for  library  materials  with  the  additional  financial  problem  of 
how  to  provide  all  that  is  required.    In  an  effort  to  make  the  resources  known  to 
all  Welfare  staff  members,  Mr.  Conrad  Audette,  Supervisor,  In-Service  Train- 
ing Program,  with  the  encouragement  and  approval  of  Mr.  McArton,  Director  of 
Welfare,  compiled  a  printed  catalog  of  books,  periodicals  and  pamphlets  arrang- 
ed by  subject  matter.    This  enormous  task  was  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year 
and  copies  will  be  sent  to  all  Welfare  Regional  and  District  offices.    Annual  list- 
ings of  new  acquisitions  will  be  made  by  Mr.  Audette 's  office  and  distributed 
throughout  the  Department.    Requests  for  a  catalog  of  this  nature  were  made  in 
previous  years,  but  the  Library  staff  had  been  unable  to  find  time  for  this  under- 
taking.   The  Librarian  wishes  to  express  her  approval  of  the  completed  work  and 
the  interest  in  library  services  which  instigated  the  project. 

The  Department  of  Public  Welfare  Student  Unit  had  eight  student  social 
workers  placed  in  the  Norquay  Building  for  field  work  in  1960-61  and  sixteen  in 
1961-62.    In  addition,  nine  staff  members  were  attending  the  University  School 
of  Social  Work.    These  persons,  as  well  as  their  supervisors,  are  among  the 
Library's  heaviest  borrowers.    In  previous  years,  it  was  seldom  necessary  to 
purchase  more  than  one  copy  of  a  book  or  pamphlet.    In  1961,  the  great  demand 
for  reference  reading  and  the  lack  of  duplicate  copies  in  the  collections  necess- 
itated, for  the  first  time,  a  change  in  the  loan  period.    To  facilitate  circulation, 
all  items  on  the  required  reading  list  from  the  School  of  Social  Work  were 
limited  to  a  one  week  loan. 

A  new  program  in  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare,  In-Service  Training, 
has  been  established  with  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Conrad  Audette  as  Supervisor. 
This  program,  which  has  already  had  a  very  strong  influence  upon  library  ser- 
vices, will  consist  of  a  number  of  two-week  institutes  for  untrained  social  workers. 
At  present,  three  are  slated  to  commence  early  in  the  new  year,  with  groups  of 
from  eight  to  fifteen  persons  attending  each.    The  Library,  as  the  source  of 
reference  reading,  must  be  prepared  to  provide  sufficient  material  and  in  suff- 
icient quantity  to  cover  the  needs  of  the  program.    It  was  only  by  u       of  the 
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central  file  of  Department  holdings  that  the  Library  was  able  to  locate  an 
adequate  number  of  copies  of  the  most  important  text.    As  this  program  expands, 
it  is  evident  that  more  of  the  Library's  fund  will  be  allocated  for  purchase  of 
additional  copies. 

The  central  file  of  the  Department's  book  collection,  which  is  maintained 
in  this  Library,  proved  an  invaluable  aid  in  the  location  of  information.    In 
previous  years,  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  acquired  some  books  through 
sources  other  than  the  Library.    In  1961,  the  Director  of  Welfare,  Mr.  S. 
McArton,  believing  that  all  books  held  by  the  Department  should  be  centrally 
recorded,  sent  all  the  holdings  of  the  Central  Administration  Offices  to  the 
Library.    These  will  be  catalogued,  listed  and  then  returned  to  their  previous 
location.    This  project  will  be  extended  to  all  Welfare  Regional  Offices  in  the 
Norquay  Building.    By  1963,  there  should  exist  a  very  thorough  record  of  all 
book  resources  in  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare,  such  as  now  exists  with  the 
Department  of  Health. 

Library  service  to  the  Community  Development  Service  of  the  Department 
of  Public  Welfare,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Jean  Lagasse  has  increased,  along 
with  the  expansion  of  this  Division's  program.    It  will  be  necessary  to  have 
available  more  books  and  pamphlets  in  the  subject  fields  of  Indians  and  Metis, 
and  community  development.    Such  material  will  be  useful  not  only  to  the  staff 
of  Mr.  Lagasse's  Division  but  also  to  the  social  workers  and  public  health  staff. 
Mr.  Lagasse's  policy  of  sending  new  staff  members  to  the  Library  for  an  orient- 
ation period  is  to  be  commended. 

Interlibrary  and  interoffice  loans  have  shown  an  increase  in  1961.    This 
indicates  the  growing  interest  of  the  staff  in  use  of  library  resources.    Requests 
for  interlibrary  loans  were  made  to  various  Manitoba  sources  as  well  as  to 
libraries  located  outside  of  the  Province  and  to  American  research  centers. 
The  Librarian  wishes  to  thank  all  who  cooperated  so  generously  when  information 
was  needed. 

An  increased  number  of  private  citizens  have  come  into  the  Library  this 
year.    Many  are  referred  by  staff  members,  others  find  the  Library  while  in 
the  Norquay  Building  on  business.    These  include  doctors,  nurses,  teachers, 
social  workers,  engineers,  lawyers,  dentists,  individuals  in  search  of  inform- 
ation on  health  and  welfare.    It  is  impossible  to  mention  all  of  the  Departments, 
provincial,  federal  and  municipal;    the  agencies,  organizations  and  individuals 
who  used  the  Library  in  1961.    In  an  effort  to  describe  the  scope  of  services 
provided,  a  selected  list  of  the  more  regular  borrowers  (other  than  the  staff 
of  the  Departments  of  Health  and  Public  Welfare)  is  presented:

Since  the  appropriation  for  1961-62  proved  smaller  than  the  demands  of  the 
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Departments,  some  journals  were  cancelled  to  save  money.    Requests  to  purchase 
specific  books  have  had  to  be  refused  or  held  over  until  the  1962-63  funds  become 
availabe.    It  seems  unfortunate  that  this  evident  need  for  an  reliance  upon  library 
services  must  be  curtailed.    It  is  hoped  that  the  requested  increase  in  the  appro- 
priation will  be  approved  in  1962-63. 

The  amount  of  work  entailed  in  this  Library  makes  the  addition  of  a 
Librarian  I  to  the  staff  desirable.    Much  work  which  should  be  done  to  facilitate 
location  of  resources  is  impossible  to  accomplish  due  to  lack  of  staff.    There  is 
insufficient  time  for  both  routine  library  work  and  the  varied  reference  and    re- 
search work  expected  of  this  Library.    To  maintain  the  services  which  are  ex- 
pected, such  organization  cannot  be  left  indefinitely. 

With  the  establishment  of  a  new  Library  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
and  the  appointment  of  a  full  time  librarian,  the  Library  of  the  Departments  of 
Health  and  Public  Welfare  has  been  able  to  decrease  slightly  the  acquisitions  of 
material  on  agriculture  and  public  health.    Some  items  were  donated  to  this  new 
library,  since  undue  duplication  in  Government  Libraries  must  be  avoided  to 
conserve  space.    It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  the  fullest  cooperation  exists  be- 
tween the  Agriculture  Library  and  the  Library  of  the  Departments  of  Health  and 
Public  Welfare  in  the  provision  of  library  service  to  the  staff  of  the  Departments 
served. 

Throughout  1961,  the  Library  of  the  Departments  of  Health  and  Public 
Welfare  received  assistance  from  other  libraries;    In  particular,  the  Librarian 
and  staff  wish  to  express  their  gratitude  to  the  Provincial  Library,  the  University 
Reference  Library,  the  Medical  College  Library,  the  Dental  College  Library, 
the  Winnipeg  Public  Library,  the  Canadian  Hospital  Association  Library  and  the 
University  of  British  Columbia  Library.

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REPORT  OF  DIRECTOR  OF  LIBRARIES

Pursuant  to  the  Public  Libraries  Act,  R.S.M.  Cap.  212  sec.  7  (b)  I  pr> 
the  report  of  the  Director  of  Libraries  for  the  calendar  year  1961. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARIES  ACT 

The  amendments  to  the  Public  Libraries  Act  passed  by  the  Legislature  in 
1961  effected  the  following  changes: 

1.  A  person  appointed  to  the  Public  Library  Advisory  Board  may  be  re- 
appointed for  a  second  term  but  cannot  serve  as  a  member  for  more  than  two 
consecutive  terms.    However,  a  person  who  has  previously  been  a  Board  member 
may  be  appointed  to  serve  again  in  that  capacity  after  a  lapse  of  three  years. 

2.  A  municipality,  which  supports  a  library,  established  under  Part  II  or 
Part  HI  of  the  Public  Libraries  Act,  may  pass  a  by-law  to  contract  a  debt  for 
housing  the  library.    This  applies  to  new  construction,  additions  or  alterations 
to  the  present  library  quarters  or  for  the  purchase  of  a  bookmobile.    If  an  extra 
tax  levy  is  needed  for  this  purpose  it  is  in  addition  to  the  library  tax  already  in 
effect. 

THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  ADVISORY  BOARD

Library  Act. 

The  following  persons  are  appointed  by  order  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor- 
in  Council:

term  expiring  May  31st,  1963. 
Ervin  Harold  Russell,  Melita,  re-appointed  for  a  three  year  term  expiring 

May  31st,  1964. 
Theodore  Louis  Lozanski,  appointed  for  a  three  year  term  expiring  May 

31st,  1962. 

The  resignation  of  Mrs.  Madge  Isabel  McFadden  and  the  expiration  of 
Mrs.  Annabelle  Muriel  Cameron's  term  of  office  caused  vacancies  which  are 
not  filled  at  the  time  of  writing. 

The  Advisory  Board  met  three  times  during  the  year,  in  February,  May 
and  November.

The  St.  Pierre  area  will  be  the  first  regional  library  organized  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  province.    It  is  hoped  that  this  library  will  give  impetus  to 
further  library  development  in  other  municipalities  located  in  south  eastern 
Manitoba  as  did  the  Glenwood-Souris  Area  in  the  south  west. 

Other  areas  which  are  interested  in  library  development  and  requesting 
information  for  the  first  time  are  Carman,  Darlingford,  Notre  Dames  de  Lourdes, 
Steinbach,  and  Selkirk. 

Organizational  meetings  and  supervisory  visits  were  attended  by  the  Director. 
The  Minister  of  Libraries,  the  Honourable  Stewart  E.  McLean,  Q.C.  , 
Mr.  Homer  Hamilton,  M.L.A.,  Miss  N.J.  Siemens,  President  of  the  Manitoba 
Library  Association,  as  well  as  the  Director  spoke  at  a  meeting  held  in  Carman. 
Representatives  from  municipal  councils  and  organizations  in  surrounding  areas 
were  present.    This  was  a  speculative  discussion  and  no  definite  plans  for  a 
library  were  developed.    Miss  Clementine  Combaz,  who  is  completely  bilingual, 
spoke  at  an  organizational  meeting  in  St.  Pierre.    She  attended  a  Board  meeting 
in  Ste.  Rose  as  did  the  Director  on  a  separate  occasion. 

On  supervisory  visits  to  all  regional  libraries  the  Director  was  accompanied 
by  Mrs.  Laura  Brown,  cataloguer  for  the  regional  libraries.    Mrs.  Brown,  also, 
supervises  the  ordering  of  books,  the  book  rotation,  the  union  catalogue  and  for- 
wards sets  of  catalogue  cards  to  each  regional  library.    Mrs.  Brown  is  assisted 
by  two  half -day  clerk-typists.    Mrs.  Brown  has  been  with  us  slightly  over  a  year 
and  these  visits  gave  her  a  comprehensive  insight  to  these  libraries. 

The  Director  and  Mrs.  Brown  were  invited  to  a  meeting  of  the  Lakeland 
Regional  Library  Board  to  discuss  ways  of  enlarging  the  administrative  area  of 
that  library. 

Miss  Clementine  Combaz  has  spent  many  extra  hours  selecting  French 
books  for  the  Ste.  Rose  Regional  Library.    As  this  is  the  first  area  to  require 
books  in  the  French  language  the  selection  and  ordering  is,  understandably, 
slower  than  in  areas  where  the  selection  is  entirely  English.    Our  union  card 
catalogue  of  all  English  books  in  the  regional  libraries  is  of  inestimable  value 
when  selecting  and  ordering  for  new  libraries  and  a  similar  catalogue  will  be 
maintained  for  the  French  books.    Consequently  future  libraries  established  in 
French  speaking  areas  will  benefit  from  this  basic  list  of  French  books.    The 
same  situation  prevailed  when  the  first  English  libraries  were  being  organized. 
Miss  Combaz  continues  to  select  books  in  English  for  the  children  and  young  adult 
sections  for  all  the  regional  libraries 

It  has  been  mentioned  in  previous  reports  but  the  fact  warrants  repetition 
and  emphasis  that  existing  regional  libraries  be  encouraged  to  enlarge  their 
present  boundaries  to  serve  wider  administrative  areas.    Additional  areas  may 
receive  such  service  by  a  bookmobile  or  by  branch  libraries.    The  larger  area 
is  not  a  new  idea  in  library  administration.    It  has  been  proven  by  experts  on  this 
continent  and  abroad  that  not  only  is  it  more  economical  but  it  is  the  only  way 
recognized  standards  of  service  may  be  maintained.    That  larger  school  areas 
and  hospital  units  are  increasing  in  Manitoba  is  evidence  enough  that  larger 
administrative  units  do  induce  higher  standards  of  service.    Libraries  are  no 
exception. 
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The  acute  shortage  of  professionally  trained  librarians  in  Manitoba  is 
alarming.    If  any  semblance  of  standards  of  library  servic-   is  to  be  maintained 
this  serious  deficiency  must  be  rectified.    With  only  two  accredited  library 
schools  in  Canada  the  competition  for  librarians  is  national  as  against  provincial 
which  is  the  case  In  most  other  professions.    The  accredited  library  schools  are 
located  in  Toronto  and  Montreal.    The  non-accredited  schools,  also  a  great 
distance  from  Manitoba,  are  situated  in  Montreal,  Ottawa,  Halifax  and  British 
Columbia.    The  prerequisite  for  study  towards  the  Bachelor  of  Library  Science 
degree  is  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  or  Science . 

The  Department  of  Education  awards  bursaries  for  post-graduate  study  in 
various  fields.    Four  students  were  awarded  such  bursaries  last  year  from  a 
total  of  six  who  applied  for  assistance  to  attend  McGill  and  Toronto  Universities 
to  study  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Library  Science. 

This  shortage  of  trained  personnel  cannot  be  minimized  as  it  is  a  serious 
deterrent  to  the  proper  development  of  recognized  library  service. 

The  anticipated  course  for  Library  Assistants  to  be  offered  at  the  Manitoba 
Institute  of  Technology  will  provide  training  in  library  work  at  the  undergraduate 
level.    This  course  will  not  alleviate  the  shortage  of  professional  librarians 
(i.e.  those  with  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Library  Science)  but  it  will  provide  instruc- 
tion in  a  hitherto  neglected  field.    Library  assistants  now  learn  as  they  work  and 
this  is  a  time-consuming  task  for  the  professional  staff  already  in  short  supply.

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A  statistical  summary  follows  this  report. 

The  libraries  operate  on  a  calendar  year  and  receive  the  annual  provincial 
grants  in  April  of  the  following  year.    Prior  to  1961  these  grants  were  issued  in 
February.    The  above  grants  were  distributed  in  February,  1961,  for  the 
calendar  year  1960.    In  the  following  statistical  table  the  figures  used  are  for  the 
calendar  year  1961  and  will  be  forwarded  April  1962.    It  will  be  noted  that  the 
grants  payable  to  the  Winnipeg  and  St.  Boniface  Public  Libraries  are  increased 
by  $1,000.00  each.    This  is  due  to  an  additional  branch  operating  in  each  city. 
When  the  Downtown  Branch  of  the  Winnipeg  Public  Library  becomes  a  reality  that 
grant  will  be  augmented  by  $1,000.00  in  1963.
